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FAIL TO BUILD TRACTOR PARTS — Minsk, Sovetskaya Belorussiya, 2 Dec 52 

Machine building, machine -tool, and tool plants of the Belorussian SSR have 
not been fulfilling assignments for the decentralized production of tractor spare 
parts. This is true of Gomel' and Minsk machine building plants, the Mogilev 
Locomobile Plant, and the Vitebsk Grinding Machine Plant* 

For example, the Minsk Automobile Plant was supposed to make 1,500 gears 
for the side transmission of the KD-35, DT-54, and STZ.-KATI tractors, but In 
5 monthB it has produced only about 100 gears, and it has not even started making 
other spare parts. 

The Minsk Tractor Plant was supposed to make 600 gears for the KD-35 tractor, 
but Tarasov, the plant director, has not yet ordered production of the parts - 

Enterprises of Belpromsovet (Belorussian Council of Industrial Cooperatives) 
are pledged to produce 140,000 packing glands /J.n 1952]], but this order was 
only 2 percent complete on 30 October. 


TRACTOR PLANT CUTS COSTS — Kiev, Pravda Ukra^y, 25 Nov 52 

In 1952, the Khar'kcv Tractor Plant lmeni Ordzhonikidze increased its gross 
output per 1,000 rubles of fixed assets 2.5 times and cut production costs in 
half as compared in 1948. In 1948, strict economy had made a state suosidy un- 
necessary, and the plant became a profitable enterprise. 

The KhTZ-7 garden tractor has been put into production, and models of the 
KhTZ-1 diesel garden, tractor have been built and are now undergoing state tests. 

The first models of the new KhTZ-15 electric tractor have been completed 
and are new being tested at the plant. 

In 1952, the plant has reduced the consumption of ferrous rolled stock 5*4 
percent, and of nonferrous metals 7-8 percent, as compared to 1951- Poor plan-* 
nlng by the.
